MR. H. K. SHACKELFORD submitted a map of the area, and spoke in opposition
to the erection of a veterinary clinic at this locatlon. DR. TISCHLER appeared
in his own behalf, and stated the special permit set forth certein conditions
under which he had to comply. The Council took no action at this time as it
wanted to mek¥e & personsl inspection of the site. :
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DR. E. H. GIVENS appeared before the Council asking that the following
streets be opened all the way through:

13TH STREET from Maple Avenue east

NEW YORK AVENUE between 13th and 1hth Streets
POQUITO between 12th and 13th Streets

16TH STREET between Coleto and Chestnut Streets

The Council wanted to make a persomal inspection of the areas.

DR, GIVENS thanked the Council for the improvements at the Qlive Street
Park, and asked that the Council consider naming the park the 0. R. LOIT park.
The Mayor stated an offer for an acre and a bhalf of land adjoining Rosewood
Park had been made. Councilman Long asked Dr. Glvens 4o contact Mrs. Loulse
Davis, who had five acres she would be interested in selling for 'park purposes.
{QPf Webberville Road on Lott Avenue)

MR. BUFORD STEWART, and a group came before the Council in the interest
of the South Belt Loop, and asked information about the route and when the
right-of-way would be acquired. The Mayor outlined the project as of this
date~-that appraisers had been named to appraise the property, and this had
been done. It had developed that the State may purchase the right-of-way;
and if the City went ahead and purchased it now, it would not be reimbursed.
After much discussion the Council stated it believed it could give an answer
within a few weeks, however, The following group left thelr names snd addresses
10 be notified by mail when the information was available:

Councilman Long had a request for a four-way stop sign at Radam Lane
and South lst Street.

Authority to such sums as are required by contract to ve paid, and said Housing
Authority desires to amend the aforesaid Cooperation Agreement to provide for
such additional payments in lieu of taxes; Now, Therefore,

BE. IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

That the City Manager, W. T. Williams, Jr., be and he is hercby
authorized to emecute an agreement between the City of Austin and the Housing
Authority of the City of Austin amending Paragraph 2 of Page 2 of that certain
Cooperation Agreement between the sald parties dated November 7T, 1939, to
provide for an adjustment in the annual payments in lieu of taxes.

The Director
of Recreation had thought that at this particular site, playground facilities
could be set up on the school land without purchesing additional land. The
Council deferred action on this until the next week as some of the menbers
wanted to make a personal inspection of the area.

"(2) That only underground tanks shall be used, and that all pumps
shall be so located that it will be impracticable to service motor vehicles
therefrom while said motor vehicles are standing on any part of a sidewalk,

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"(3) That the gasoline tanks, pumps, and all equipment used in connec-
tion with the storage and handling of gasoline shall be an spproved type and
" ghall bear the label of Underwriters Laboratories, Inc., and that all construc-
tion of the filling statliovn improvements shall be in accordance with the
Building Ordinance, the Zoning Ordinance, the Filling Statlon Ordinance, and
in accordance with the ordinance prohibiting the disposgal of commerclal water or
oils upon the Clty Streets.

"(4) That the grades of the station shall be such that no waste water
or 0ils or any floor washings shall ever pass over the City sidewalk area and
that all of said cils and water shall be concentrated into a combined grease

"(5) That all filling station improvements, pump islands, driveways,
ramps, gutters, sidewalks, and curbs shall be constructed of concrete at the
expense of the applicant as set forth upon the plan, hereto atiached, which
plan bears the Department of Public Works file number 2 - C - 2068.

"(6) Expsnpsion joints shall be constructed as shown upon the plan,
hereto attached, marked 2 - C - 2068 and shall be of the pre-moulded type.

"(7) When the owner comsiders that he has complied with all the
requirements of the City of Austin for £illing stations, he shall apply for
a final ingpection, and upon approvel, the Building Inspector shall issue a
Certification of Operation before such £illing station can be put into service.

Councilmen Long offered the followlng resolution and moved its adoption:

(RESOLUTION)

WHEREAS, J. C. Evans is the Contractor for the remodeling and erection
of a bullding located at 803 Brazos Street and desires a portion of the sidewalk
and street space abutting Lots 1 and 2, Block 96, of the Original City of Austin
Travis County, Texas, during the remodeling and erection of the building, such
space to be used in the work and for the storage of materials therefor;
therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

1. THAT space for the uses hereinabove enumerated be granted to said
J. C. Evans, the boundary of which is described as follows:
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Sidewalk and Street Working‘Space

Beginning at the southwest cormner of the above described
property; thence in a westerly direction and at right angles
to the center line of Brazos Street to a point 12 feet west
of the east curb line; thence in & northerly direction and
parallel to the center line of Brazos Street approximately
128 feet to a point; thence in a easterly direction and at
right angles to the center line of Brazos Street %o the
northwest .. . corner of the above describel property.

Sidewalk and Alley Working Space

Beginning at the northwest corner of the above described
property; thence in a northerly direction and at right angles
to the center line of the alley approximately 4 feet to a
point; thence in a easterly direction and parallel with the
center line of the alley approximately 92 feet 4o a point;
thence in a southerly direction and at right angles to the
center line of the alley to the north line of the above
described property.

2. THAT the above privileges and allotmentof space are granted to the
said J. C. Evans, hereinafter termed "Contractor', upon the following express
terms and comditions:

(1) sidewalk and Street Working Space: That the Contractor shell
construct a 4-foot walkway within the outer boundaries of the above described
working space, such walkway to be protected on each side by a guard rail at
least 4 feet high and substantially braced and anchored, and without wood
strips or cbstructions of any kind along the pavement within the walkway, and
at any time In the édpinion of the City officials it becomes necessary for
any reason to install a board floor within the walkway, the Contractor shall
upon notice from the Building Inspector immediately place such & wood floor
and substantially support same to prevent sagging under load.

(2) Sidewalk and Alley WorkingSpace: That the Contractor shall construct
in the alley a gusrd rail within the boundary lines of the above described
space, such guard rail to be at Least L feet high and substantially braced and
anchored.

(3) That the Contractor is permitted to construet in his working space
a substantial gate which shall be kept closed at all times when not is use,
and at all times that such gate is open, the Contractor shall wmaintaln a person
gt this gate to warn pedestrians and vehicles of approaching trucks. This gate
is not to open out so as to impede vehiewlar or pedestrian traffic.

(%) That no vehicles in loading or unleading masterial at the working
space shall park on any part of the street outside of the allotted working space.

(5) That "No Parking" signs shall be placed on the street side of the
barricades.

(6) That the Contractor is permitted to construct a temporary work
office within such allotted working space provided such work effice is not
within 25 feelt of any corner street intersection.
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(7) That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs or
other public utilities in the construction of such barricades.

(8) That provisions shall be made for the normal flow of all storm
waters in the gutter and the Contractor will be responsible for any damage
done due to obsiruction of any such storm waters.

(9) That the Contractor shall place on the outside corners of any
walkway, barricades or obstructlons, red lights during all periods of darkness
and provide lighting system for all tunnels.

(10) That the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose
materials and other obstructions on the sidewalk and street immediately
after the necessity for their existence on said sidewalk or street has ceased,
such time to be determined by the City Manager, and in any event all such
sidewalk, barricades, materials, equipment and other obstructions shall be
removed not later than May 1, 1957.

(11) That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and
all the privileges herein granted or to require the erection or installation
of additional barriers or safeguards if the conditions demand it.

(12) That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall not
be exclusive as agalnst public needs, and the City, in making such grant
reserves the right to enter and ocoupy any part or all of said space any time
with its public utilities, or for other necessary publie purposes.

(13) That any public utility, or public or private property disturbed
or injured as a result of any of the activities necessary for the completion
of the construction work for sald building projects, whether done by the
Contractor, City Forces, or public utilities, shall be replaced or repaired
at the Contractors expense, ,

(14) That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety
bond in the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5000), which shall protect, indemnify
and hold harmless the City of Austin from any claims or damages to any person
or property that may accrue to or be brought by any person by reason of the
exercise or abuse of the privileges granted the Contractor by the City of
Austin and shall guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks, pavement and all
other public property and public utilities disturbed or removed during the
eonstruction work and shall further guarantee the construction of a walkway
and other safeguards during the occupancy of the space.

WHEREAS, Bouthern Union Gas Company has presented to the City Council
tentative maps or plans showing the proposed construction of its gas mains in

the streets in the City of Austin hereafter memed, and said maps or plans have
been considered by the City Council; therefore
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BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY CF AUSTIN:

THAT Southern Union Gas Company be and the same is hereby permitted %o
lay and construct its gas mains in and upon the following streets:

(1) A gas main in WALTON LANE, from a point 1,001 feet
north of Belm Read northerly 27 feet, the centerline of
which gas main shell be 4 feet west of and parallel to
the east property line of said WALTON LANE.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not
less than 21 feet.

(2) A gas mein in CASEY STREET, from Gillis Street easterly
245 Peet, the centerline of which gas main shall be 6.5 feet
south of and parallel to the north property line of said
CASEY STREET.

Said gas main described above shall have & cover of not
less than 25 feet.

(3) A gas main in PARAMOUNT AVENUE, from a point 265 feet
north of Rabb Glen Street northerly 261 feet, the center-
line of which gas main shall be 6.5 feet west of and
parallel to the east property line of said PARAMOUNT AVENUE.

Said gas mailn described above shall have s cover of not
less ‘than 25 feet.

(4) A gas main in KINNEY ROAD, from a point 166 feet
south of Iva Lane southerly 867 feet, the centerline of
which gas main shall be 6.5 feet west of and parallel to
the east property line of said KINNEY ROAD.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not
less than 2% feet. -

{(5) A gas main in RAVEY STREET, from Kinney Road easterly
26 feet, the centerline of which gas main shall be 6.5
feet south of and parallel to the north property line of
said RAVEY STREET,

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not
less than 25 feet.

(6) A gas main in WEST OLTORF STREET, from a point 112
feet east of South 2nd Street easterly 40 feet, the
centerline of which gas main shall be 13.5 feet south of
and parallel to the north property line of said WEST
OLTORF STREET.

Said gas main described shove shall have a cover of not
less than 2% feet.

(7) A gas main in GUADALUPE STREET, from West 38th Street
northerly 258 feet, the centerline of which gas main shall
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be 3 feet east of and parallel to the west property line
of said GUADALUPE STREET.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not
less than 25 feet.

(8) A gas main in GUADALUPE STREET, from a point 181
feet south of West U3rd Street southerly 1,209 feet, the
centerline of which gas main shall he 3 feet east of and

. parallel to the west property line of said GUADALUPE STREET.

5aid gas main described above shall have a cove r of not
less than 2% feet.

(9) A gas main in WEST LOTH STREET, from Guadalupe Street
easterly 25 feet, the centerline of which gas main shall be
10 feet north of and parallel to the scoth property line of
said WEST BOTH STREET.

S8aid gas main described above shall have & cover of not
less than 24 feet.

(10) A gas mein in SCHRIBER STREET, from East Live Oak
Street southerly 276 feet, the centerline of which gas main
shall be 6.5 feet west of and parallel to the east property
line of said SCHRIBER STREET.

(11) A gas main in OAKMONT BOULEVARD, from West 3hth Street
northerly 170 feet, the centerline of which gas main shall
be 6.5 feet west of and parallel to the east property line
of said OAKMONT BOULEVARD.

Sald gas main described above ehall have a cover of not
less than 2% feet. :

(12) A gas main in EAST 12TH STREET, from a point 325 feet
west of Deloney Street easterly 378 feet, the centerline of
which gas main shall be 9 feet north of and parallel to the
south property line of sald EAST 12TH STREET.

Said gas maln deseribed ebove shall have a cover of not
less than 23 feet.

(13) A gas main in EAST 12TH STREET, from Deloney Street

easterly 1970 feet, the centerline of which gas mein shall
be § feet south of and parallel to the north property line
of saild EAST 12TH STREET,

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not
less than 2} feet.

THE Southern Union Gas Company is hereby put upon notice that the City of
Austin does not gusrantee that the space assigned above is clear from other
underground utilities but is based upon the best records we have at hand, and
the minimum depth stated does not have any reference to the fact that greater
depths may not be requried at special points. When the Southern Union Gas
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Company requires definite information upon the ground as to elevations or
working points from which to base the location of their assignments, they
shall apply to the Depertment of Public Works not less than three (3) days
before such information is required. The Southern Union Gas Company is
further put upon notice that they will be required to bear the expense of
repairs or replacement of any underground utility demaged during the construec-
tion of lines named in this resolution.

AND THAT whenever pavement is cut in the vicinity of a fire plug, water
must be vsed at intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches.

THAT the work and laying of said gas mains, including the emcavation
in the streets, and the restoration and maintenance of said streets after
said mains have been laid, shall be under the supervision and direction of
the City Manasger and under all the pertinent terms and conditions of the
certain franchises granted to said company by the City of Austin.

The motion,
seconded by Councilman White, carried by the following vote:

The City Manager submitted & repoxrt on the paving of Ullrich Avenue on
which GIESEN and LATSON had been working. Councilman White moved that they
proceed with this project as recommended. The motion, seconded by Councilman
Pearson, carried by the following vote:

Couneilman Long stated the City was getting rid of the motorcycles in
the Police Department and keeping the three-wheeled ones; and that Captain
Miles had stated those who rode the motorecycles volunteered. She thought it
was the expression of the Council that they do away with the motorcycles; but
if it were the feeling of the men that they could do a better job, and i% was
a voluntary thing, she wanted to withdraw her objections. The Mayor suggested
referring the matter to the Police Department for recommendation. The City
‘Manager had the recommendation from the Police Department that the motorcycles
not be uged, bub the tricycles, which could be used for processions, ete. be
kept.
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Councilman Pearson inquired about opening Koenig Lane through to
Airport Boulevard. The Director of Public Works stated this was working out
Jjust fine. As to the easement from the Railroad crossing, Councilmen Pearson

suggested that this be obtalined right away so when the street was ready, there
would not be any delay.
